TwrQ cars were overturned in 
the neighborhood and a shed 
was demolished. 
The roof of The Stone Center 
on the 5200 block of East 65th 
Street had its corrugated metal 
roof torn off and scattered over 
railroad tracks going by the 
building. A stone wall was 
knocked down. 
Maion County sheriff’s depu­ 
ties said the 480 foot by 40 foot 
metal roof from the building 
was scattered over a four-block 
area.

One northeastside resident 
said a roof was lifted off one 
house in his neighborhood, the 
curtains blew up through the 
hole, and then the roof dropped 
back down on top of the cur­ 
tains. 
Another resident, John Fea- 
gan, said he was awakened by 
the wind. He said the velocity 
increased steadily, then he 
heard “a hollow sound,” which 
he assumed was the tornado, 
“then a terrible crash, and then 
there was silence."’ He said he 
saw pieces of corrugated metal 
fly by the window and thought 
it was a tool shed. 
Kenneth Nelms, a city police­ 
man just returning home after 
a vacation, said he saw the tor­ 
nado go through the AMitonville 
Road area just inside the Mar­ 
ion County line. 
“It went right through, right 
in the path of my car and I ha'd 
to pull off the road, it was that 
bad,” Nelms said. 
The Naional Weather Service 
had issued a tornado warning 
shortly before 1 a.m. EST to­ 
day for Marion, Hancock, Hen­ 
ry, Delaware and Randolph 
counties. 
The warning was cancelled at 
1:30 a.m. Most of central and 
southern Indiana was under a 
tornado watch for about five 
hours Monday night and early 
today. 
A National Weather Service 
forecaster at Indianapolis said 
the tornado apparently came 
out. 'Of '“a squall line, a line of 
thunderstorms, and evidently 
that was one of the hoavier 
thunderstorms. This was a line 
of thunderstorms 
associated 
with a cold front. This is a very 
normal situation in the spring 
when you have a, cold front 
come through.”

Nixon Proposes Indian Militants Give Up 
Faster Aid For Arms At Wounded Knee 
Disaster Victims

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident. Nixon asked Congress to­ 
day to consolidate disaster ac­ 
tivities in a single federal agen­ 
cy that would sipeed aid to vic­ 
tima while forcing the states to 
assume more responsibility in 
recovery from floods, earth­ 
quakes and other natural ca­ 
tastrophes, 
“This bill would place great­ 
er 
emphasis 
in 
protecting 
people and property against the 
effects of disasters before they 
occur,” Nixon said. 
“While we cannot fully con­ 
tra* the occurrence and the im­ 
pact of disasters, we must do 
all we can to prepare for them, 
to prevent them, and. to miti­ 
gate and remedy their effects.” 
The proposed Disaster Pre­ 
paredness and Assistance Act 
is designed to standardize bene­ 
fits for disaster victims; im­ 
prove execution of the assist­ 
ance program: prevent the 
misuse of benefits; strengthen 
preventive measures to min­ 
imize future tosses, and in­ 
crease the role of state and lo­ 
cal governments in implement­ 
ing the disaster program. 
The President said 'the act 
“represents a comprehensive 
new approach to a very crucial 
problem.’’ To case the transi­ 
tion to the new system, if 
adopted, he proposed, that dur­ 
ing its first year of operation a 
special federal grant, of $250.(KM) 
be provided to each state “to 
help it increase its disaster pre­ 
paredness and assistance ca­ 
pabilities.” 
Nixon noted, that there were a. 
record 48 disasters in 1972, in­ 
cluding tropical storm Agnes, 
and that so far this year 
“spring floods and tornadoes 
have brought tragedy to many 
areas of our country.”

These are people who “do make a differ­ 
ence” in the care and treatment of those 
citizens in our state institutions who are 
unable to speak for themselves. A token 
membership fee oi $1.00, sent to the As­ 
sociation’s office in the courthouse, will 
enroll a person in the growing ranks and 
a membership card will be mailed to the 
new member.

“For he looked for a city which 
hath foundations, whose builder 
and maker is God.”

Abraham and Lot, uncle and nephew, 
are characters in contrast. They were 
from the same culture. They were both 
subjected to the same environment. But 
in a crisis they both made a choice. It Ls 
this choice that reveals the great differ­ 
ence in the two men. 
The Bible says that “Lot chose him all 
the plain oí Jordan.” And as for Abra­ 
ham. the Bible says that he “looked for a 
city which hath foundations, whose 
builder and maker is God.” (Hob. 11:10). 
In these two men and their respective 
choices they stand out for all of us in all 
ages as types oí the worldly and the spir­ 
itual. 
Lot traded the future for the present. 
He mortgaged eternal joy for earthly 
success. With him. “the sweet by-and-by” 
held no charms; it was the “great here- 
andnow” that counted. No suffering and 
self-denial for Lot. He just wasn’t made 
that way: (The truth is — no one is 
made that way; they must be re-made by 
the power of God through Christ. But 
this requires a willingness). 
Abraham was willing to forego his suc­ 
cess image. His fiasco in Egypt, his strug­ 
gle with urbelief, and his complete resig­ 
nation to the will of God all taught him 
that no man is a success who merely 
cashes in on this life. It was the life to 
come — the eternal one — that Abraham 
set his heart upon. Self-denial and suf­ 
fering would follow in the wake of that 
decision. 
But how Abraham pleased God in his 
choice: So much so that anything his 
heart desired he only had to hint it to 
his Heavenly Father. This is always true 
of any obedient believer in any age.

Better state government with 
more equal opportunity in state 
government for everybody is 
only one of the goals of Dr. 
Lee Ellen Ford. 
She 
was 
appointed 
as 
executive assistant to Governor 
Otis R. Bowen, concerned with 
such problems as the com­ 
mission on the Status of 
Women, Mental Health, care 
and training of the handicapped 
and retarded. Governor Bowen 
has divided responsibility for 
roughly one-sixth of 
state 
g o v e r n m o n t among his 
assistants. 
Dr. Ford told me: “I really 
don’t like the term reactivated 
when applied to the com­ 
mission on Status of Women. 
It really is a new commission 
with a new concept. We feel 
that it will have more of an 
Impact 'On the rights of women 
and become an active force.” 
The Commission was formed 
during the administration of 
Roger D. Branigin and had 
become inactive. Both Bowen 
and Matthew Welsh campaigned 
on the promise to reactivate the 
group. It has held two meetings 
this year, and is moving toward 
the goal 'Of getting women into 
government. Plans were laid to 
establish local commissions in 
a statewide network of qualified 
women to fill appointments and 
actively engage in politics. 
Dr. Ford outlined a program 
to start with registering women 
to vote, making sure they turn 
out at the polls, get them to 
work for candidates of their 
choice, and to run for office. 
She wants the commission to 
be one of deeds rather than 
words, and to have an impact 
where people will listen. 
Most individuals would be 
content with a ringle career, but 
not Dr. Ford. She has retired 
from more careers than most

b e e n 
a 
scientist, 
professor, and now lawyer, 
g o v e r n m e n t official, and 
newspaper publisher and editor. 
Born in Auburn, Indiana, in 
1917, she graduated from High 
School and left the state, 
returning for retirement after 
35 action packed years. She had 
earned a bachelor of arts 
degree from Wittenberg, a 
master of science from the 
University of Minnesota and a 
Ph D from Iowa State 'College. 
She worked as a professor and 
did research with the New York 
Department of Mental Health. 
About three years ago, she 
purchased a home at Butler, 
and enrolled in Notre Dame 
Law School, receiving her J. D.

Dr. Ford saidi “I was a 
depression kid, and left because 
there was no way a woman 
could make it in Indiana unless 
you had lots of money.

NEW YORK (AP) — It’s a 
safe bet that only a few gray­ 
ing' ex-fliers and mechanics re­ 
member “The Foggia Follies.” 
It played only twice and then 
only at a small Army Air Corps 
base in Italy during World War 
n. 
It was a comedy revue. Its 
author and star was an obscure 
B17 radioman-,gunner named 
Norman Lear. He’s still writing 
comedy shows today, but earns 
a bit more than when he was a 
sergeant. 
And he’s no longer obscure. 
He and his partner, Bud York- 
in, gave American television 
“All. in the Family,” “Maude” 
and “Sanford and Son,” all hit 
comedy series that shattered 
TV traditions right and left. 
Lear doesn’t look like a com­ 
edy writer, let alone an icono­ 
clast. Jokes don’t tumble out of 
Mm the way they do on his 
shows. He’s a slight, soft-spok­ 
en guy who discusses almost 
everything seriously. 
It’s even more startling to re­ 
alize that his life’s ambition 
once was t0 be a New York 
publicity man, an occupation 
not exactly known for its se­ 
riousness except when the 
client won’t pay off. 
“That’s all I ever wanted to 
be,” said Lear, explaining that 
it stemmed from his Uncle 
Jack’s munificence. The Lear 
family was poor, but Uncle 
Jack, a New York press agent, 
always seemed in the chips,. 
When he visited the family, he 
always flipped quarters to the 
kids. 
“Long before there was a de­ 
pression, we had one going on 
both sides of my family,” Lear 
said. “They didn’t wait for the 
banks to' close. .And 1 never for­ 
got, those quarters from Uncle 
Jack.” 
After the war, Lear did in 
fact become a press agent — at 
a whopping $40 a week. He 
soon turned to writing comedy 
and made a success of it both 
in television and movies. He 
teamed with Yorkin in, 1959. 
He now does most of their 
talking, particularly when view­ 
ers angrily roar about con­ 
troversial themes in their 
shows — such as Maude’s abor­ 
tion this season and Archie 


Bunker's open bigotry the last. 
It would, be far easier to go 
for a safe laugh than a con­ 
troversial one. Why doesn’t he 
do it? Would it go against his 
grain to play safe? 
“No, I’m who I am,” he said. 
“I’m not looking for applause 
on the subject or to be det­ 
racted for it. I don’t think it’s 
any reason to applaud or bo© 
me. I do It because I 'know 
you’ll laugh harder and care 
more.” 
Lear, who was in New York 
for a three-week vacation, said 
the main thing he’s learned in 
23 years of comedy writing is 
“that I can, make 'you laugh 
harder if I have you caring 
first.” 
Is that Lear’s credo as a 
comedy writer — care first, 
laugh later? 
“Yes,” he said, suddenly 
smiling. “I’ve never thought 
about it as a credo, but it’s a 
damned, good one. If you. can 
get 'them, to care they’ll laugh 
infinitely harder.” 


Israel Stages 
Big Display Of 
Military Might 
JERUSALEM (AP) — More 
than 400 warplanes roared 
across the land of the Bible to­ 
day as Israel celebrated its 
25th anniversary with prayers 
and a three-hour display of the 
mightiest array of military 
hardware ever seen at one time 
in the Middle East. 
Some 300,000 cheering specta­ 
tors jammed, the decorated 
streets of Arab and Jewish Je­ 
rusalem for hte parade.

Troops and police guarded 
the parade route against guer­ 
rilla sabotage and reserve 
troops were mobilized, .for se­ 
curity.

Prayers for peace were held 
in synagogues before 2,000 
troops and more than 160 tanks 
and artillery guns moved past 
Premier Golda Meir, govern­ 
ment and military leaders and 
David Ben-Gurion, the 86-year- 
old found ng father of Israel.

BARTÓK WORK FOUND 
NEW YORK (AP) — A 
“long-lost’1 work had its first 
performance in 'the United 
States when the Juilliard String 
Quartet and pianist Beveridge 
Webster played a Quintet for 
Plano and String Quartet writ­ 
ten by Bela Bartók in 1904 and 
mysteriously withdrawn from 
the concert hall for more than 
00 years, 
'The quintet. 35 minutes 'long 
and in the melodic Hungarian 
folk vein instead of the com­ 
poser's later more dissonant 
style, dates hack to Bartok’s 
23rd year. He was just out of 
Budapest Conservatory and en­ 
joying a brilliant career as a 
pianist. He composed the quin­ 
tet for himself to play with both 
the Prill and Waldbauer quar­ 
tets. The work immediately be­ 
came popular. 
Bartók felt that his more in­ 
ventive compositions should be 
prised more highly and he said 
he wished to make revisions be. 
fore he let it be hard again. 
The manuscript, with revisions, 
was given to a friend, Imre 
Waldbauer, who turned it over 
to the Bartók Archives in Buda­ 
pest. Several years ago, a son 
of Waldhauer’s mentioned it to 
Robert Mann, first violinist of 
the Juilliard Quartet.

Consequently I voted for an 
amendment offered by Mr.

high 
school at Birdseye and trans­ 
ferred its 104 students to near­ 
by Ferdinand where the district 
had leased a high school for­ 
merly operated by the Catholic 
diocese of the area. 
The Birdseye citizens brought 
suit t0 force the reopening of 
their high school, alleging that 
the atmosphere of the school in 
Ferdinand was dominated by 
Catholic theology and marked 
by 
“ religious 
discrimination 
and hostility.” 
'The school district countered 
that the school at Ferdinand 
was operated as any other pub­ 
lic school. 
It said no religious artifacts 


remained at the school. Catho­ 
lic periodicals in the library 
were being “ phased out,” and 
nuns teaching at the school no 
longer wore religious garb and 
were governed by state regu­ 
lations. not those of the Catho­ 
lic diocese. 


“ The superintendent of school 
has taken whatever action is

10 Women Prisoners Locked Up 
At Night After Outside Work

TALLAHASSEE, 
Fla. 
(AP) 
— Attractive Van Harlee, a 
clerical assistant at the Florida 
Capitol, must say no every 
time she is asked for a date. 
“I tell them I’m still the 
property of the state,” said the 
22-year-old brunette. 
Each night, Miss Harlee must 
return to a State Corrections 
Department house where she 
and nine other women live as 
they serve the last months of 
prison sentences. 
She and two other women in 
the work release program are 
employed by the state Educa­ 
tion Department. Miss Harlee 
is responsible for keeping track 
of the '450 education bills in the 
legislature. 
She says she never tries to 
hide or advertise her prison 
status. “ I feel more at ease and 
they do, too, if I joke about it 
with the secretaries in the of­ 
fice who know about it.” 
Her sentence, like that of 
most of the other women she 
lives with, was a result of th 
drug culture. 
She was selling drugs to sup­ 
port a heroin habit when ar­ 
rested in St. Petersburg. An ar­ 
rest in 1970 led to probation, 
and the second time she was 
sentenced to 15 months. She is 
due for release July 1. 
Miss Harlee spent the first 11 
months of her sentence in Low­ 
ell Correctional Institution an 
is thankful for the transition pe­ 
riod. 
‘‘It would be hard just to 
walk out after being locked up 
15 months,” she said. 
The women live in a rented 
house in a residential section of 
Tallahassee, do their own cook­ 
ing and cleaning and “some­ 
what make the rules,” said 
Mini Bartlett, an administrative 
assistant in the corrections de­ 
partment who lives with the 
women and three counselors.

3 Weeks Behind

Park, agricultural statistician 
for the U.S. Department of Ag­ 
riculture, says four superior 
days last week for fieldwork 
still didn’t allow corn and aoy- 
bean growers to catch up. He 
pointed out that although plow­ 
ing for corn and soybeans ad­ 
vanced 10 per cent last week 
and now is 30 per cent com­ 
plete, Hoosiers are still behind 
the average. Last year at this 
time, plowing was 60 per cent 
complete and the average is 70 
per cent. 
Park said Monday that last 
v/eek “probably was the best 
since last fall” for fieldwork. 
Soil moisture declined in nearly 
all areas, he said with topsoil 
moisture now rated adequate to 
surplus and subsoil 
moisture 
adequate to mostly surplus. 
Oats seeding is 60 per cent 
complete, 
about 
equal 
with 
1972, but more than two weeks 
behind average, Park said. He 
said about 70 per cent of the 
clover has been seeded. 
“This week is prime time for 
planting corn,” Clif Spies, Pur­ 
due agronomist, advised. He 
urged, “ Don’t hesitate because 
of cool weather.”
